(from page 10) a sharp decline, better 
wait for a good rally. Hold off feeder 
buying, unless you find some on a 
bargain counter. It may be well to place 
an order with your commission man 
to buy feeders—or breeding ewes if 


you want them—on any sharp price 
decline in the next 2 months. 
Wool prices have paused after 


their spring spurt. 
Be sure to turn in your sale slips 
to apply for your incentive payment 
even if you got more than the sup- 
port price of 62¢ a pound. 


Milk prices should start their 
seasonal rise early this month. Produc- 
tion will drop nearly one-third by No- 
vember. Dairymen who keep only 
high producers, who have a pasture and 
roughage program, who have herds 
large enough to make efficient use of 
labor—20 cows or more—and who sell 
in fluid markets will have best results. 





Feed grain prices in the next 2 
months will hinge largely on progress 
of new crops. If you will need more 
hay later and you can buy now from the 
field, it may be profitable to do so. If 
you have surplus hay, holding until 
midwinter is your best bet.
